Washingto n, Dec. 19 (/P)—Ad­ 
ministratio n fiscal ex perts, stud­ 
y ing the inter-relatio n o f fo r­ 
eign capital mo v ements with do ­ 
mestic eco no my , repo rted to day 
they hav e ample co ntro ls to pre­ 
v ent an o utflo w o f “ alien funds” 
fro m precipitating a do wn-spiral 
in credit and prices. 
Mo v ing ahead with a surv ey 
o rdered by President Ro o sev elt, 
o fficials said they are centering 
attentio n o n what new barriers 
might be erected against an ar­ 
tificial credit inflatio n which 
co uld result fro m a co ntinued 
inward 
mo v ement o f 
fo reign 
mo ney . 
Fo reign speculato rs were de­ 
scribed as hav ing been a stro ng 
influence in the recent heav y in­ 
flo ws o f capital fro m abro ad. 
Anx io us lest this “ ho t mo ney ” 
disrupt the natio n’s eco no mic 
pro gress, Mr. Ro o sev elt recent­ 
ly asked 
the 
federal 
reserv e 
bo ard, the treasury and the se­ 
curities co mmissio n to determine 
what steps sho uld be taken to 
co ntro l it. 
So me 
eco no mists 
hav e ex ­ 
pressed fear that sudden with­ 
drawal o f these funds wo uld hav e 
a serio usly depressing effect o n 
credit and prices, because fo r­ 
eign security ho ldings here wo uld 
be liquidated and cash wo uld be 
withdrawn fro m the mo ney mar­ 
ket. 
Officials said to day , ho wev er, 
that with the ex ercise o f present 
treasury and reserv e bo ard po w­ 
ers as much as $5,000,000,000 
co uld leav e the co untry witho ut 
serio usly 
upsetting 
eco no mic 
pro cesses. 
To o ffset a withdrawal, they 
said, the treasury co uld div ert 


part o f the stabilizatio n fund 
into the natio n’s banking struc­ 
ture and the federal 
reserv e 
bo ard co uld reduce reserv e re­ 
quirements. 
Bo th o f these actio ns wo uld 
hav e the effect o f bo lstering ex ­ 
cess reserv es, which serv e as the 
basis fo r credit ex pansio n. 
It is the upward mo v ement o f 
these reserv es, ho wev er, which is 
causing administratio n co ncern. 
This 
mo v ement 
has 
resulted 
largely fro m the co ntinued influx 
o f fo reign funds. 
So me actio n to disco urage the 
inflo w o f fo reign capital at its 
so urce is being discussed, with 
co nsideratio n centering o n heav ­ 
ier tax atio n against inv estments 
held abro ad. . 
Chairman Marriner S. Eccles o f 
the federal reserv e bo ard said in 
a recent speech that “ it is man­ 
ifestly unfair” fo r Americans to 
pay capital gains and inco me 
tax es “ while fo reigners are able 
to purchase o ur securities and to 
pro fit by o ur reco v ery witho ut 
being subject to any tax atio n 
o ther than the no minal 10 per 
cent assessed against div idends.” 
Eccles and Secretary Mo rgen- 
thau co nferred with Mr. Ro o se­ 
v elt y esterday , and were repo rt­

The nav y was snagged again 
in its quest fo r materials to build 
ships already appro v ed. 
Steel 
firms bid in o nly o ne-quarter o f 
the 8 ,7 8 4 to ns o f the shell-re­ 
sisting 
metal so ught fo r 
ship 
co nstructio n. 
Co pper co ntracts 
had go ne 
begging two weeks 
ago .

Washingto n, Dec. 19 (JP)—The 
Internal Rev enue Bureau issued 
fo rms to day fo r filing tax returns 
under the so cial security act. 
The returns must be 
filed 
mo nthly after December 31 with 
internal rev enue co llecto rs. They 
are to be filed by emplo y ers, but 
co v er tax es o n bo th emplo y ers 
and emplo y es. 
Emplo y ers must list the num­ 
ber o f emplo y es and the to tal 
o f tax able wages paid during the 
mo nth. The returns, to gether 
with remittances, must be in the 
hands o f internal rev enue co l­ 
lecto rs by the last day o f the 
mo nth succeeding the o ne fo r 
which the return is made. 
The bureau said co nso lidated 
returns fo r parent and subsid­ 
iary co rpo ratio ns wo uld no t be 
permitted. 
Ev ery emplo y er subject to 
the 
tax , the bureau said, must keep 
sufficient reco rds to sho w wheth­ 
er tax es are co rrectly co mputed 
and paid. 
Failure to file returns by the 
specified deadline will make the 
emplo y er liable to a penalty o f 5 
to 25 per cent o f the tax , depend­ 
ing o n the length o f the delin­ 
quency . 
Fo r 1937, 1938 and 1939 the tax 
o n bo th emplo y ers and emplo y es 
will be o ne per cent o f pay ro lls 
and wages. This will gradually 
increase until it reaches 3 per. 
cent o n each after December 31, 
1948.

OUR LATIN AMERICAN NEIGHBORS 
? 
“Only tho se who hav e fo llo wed the sad reco rd 
o f the relatio ns between the United States and 
the go v ernments o f the co u ntries to the so u th 
o f u s can really ap p reciate the ep o chal change 
th at President Ro o sev elt has bro u ght to the 
inter-American scene.” 
So wro te Dav id Lawrence — o ne o f the Presi­ 
dent’s sev erest critics so far as do mestic p o licy 
is co ncerned — in the United States News o f No ­ 
v ember 3 0. 
Abo u t all the av erage citizen kno ws abo u t U. 
S. fo reign p o licy as related to the o ther co u ntries 
in this hemisp here is th at it is go v erned by so me­ 
thing celebrated and v agu e called the Mo nro e 
Do ctrine. Pro bably no t o ne citizen in fifty co u ld 
accu rately tell y o u what the Mo nro e Do ctrine 
p ro v ides. And p ro bably no t o ne citizen in a hu n­ 
dred realizes th at the Do ctrine has been v irtu ally 
a dead letter fo r sev eral y ears and, as well, has 
cau sed a v ast amo u nt o f u nfriendly feeling to ­ 
ward this co u ntry in the Rep u blics to the so u th. 
Briefly and ro u ghly described, the Mo nro e Do c­ 
trine meafit th at the United States wo u ld no t 
p erm it any Eu ro p ean go v ernment to take o v er 
territo ry in Latin America — th at the U. S. wo u ld 
act as a “Big Bro ther” in p ro tecting Latin Ameri­ 
can territo rial rights as well as its o wn. This 
seemed fair eno u gh — bu t the Do ctrine had no t 
been in effect fo r lo ng befo re disco rd aro se. Mo re 
than a centu ry ago , Brazil req u ested that the 
Do ctrine, in Dav id Lawrence’s wo rds, “be made 
internatio nal, th a t it beco me a so rt o f o ffensiv e 
and defensiv e alliance in which all Latin co u n­ 
tries sho u ld jo in with the United States in keep ­ 
ing Eu ro p ean armies and nav ies o u t o f this p art 
o f the wo rld . . . ” That req u est was refu sed, as 
were similar req u ests made p erio dically in later 
y ears. 
Co nseq u ently , the Latin Rep u blics came to feel 
rightly o r wro ngly , th at the U. S. was taking ad­ 
v antage o f the Do ctrine to ru le their co u ntries. 
This feeling was strengthened by sending U. S. 
marines so u th whenev er tro u ble ap p eared in a 
Latin American natio n. 
There are no marines in Latin America no w 
and it seems do u btfu l if any will be sent there 
again. It is a cu rio u s fact th at bo th Ho o v er and 
Ro o sev elt to o k the initiativ e in withdrawing the 
last o f these agents o f what Latin America co n­ 
sidered “U. S. Imp erialism.” 
No lo nger do es 
W ashingto n take the p o sitio n th at it will back u p 
any fo reign v entu res o f American citizens with 
armed fo rce if necessary . 
Ou r citizens no w 
trav el in Latin America at their o wn risk, and 
are su bject to the laws o f the co u ntries where 
they go . Dip lo macy will be u sed to help them 
in difficu lties — bu t no t fo rce. In o ther wo rds, 
their statu s is ex actly the same as II liiaiiieling in 
England, France and o ther Eu ro p ean co u ntries. 
W hat is the resu lt o f all this? In the ey es o f 
many American o bserv ers, the resu lt will be a 
genu ine feeling o f friendliness fo r u s o n the p art 
o f the Rep u blics to the so u th — and there are 
signs th at su ch a feeling is no w dev elo p ing, 
tho u gh mu ch su sp icio n remains. There is also 


the ho p e th at do rm ant trade will be rev iv ed, and 
th at by ex amp le the W estern hemisp here will 
sho w the wo rld ho w natio ns can liv e witho u t 
war, settling differences by amicable co nfer­ 
ences. Fu rtherm o re, it is ho p ed th at treaties 
will be effected whereby Eu ro p ean p o wers wish­ 
ing war m aterials will find the raw m aterial 
m arkets o f No rth and So u th America — the 
greatest in the wo rld — firmly clo sed to them. 
Mr. Ro o sev elt’s sp eech at the recent Pan- 
American co nference is generally co nsidered o ne 
o f the best he has ev er made — he handled a dél­ 
icat task well. Credit fo r the gro u nd-wo rk is 
giv en to Secretary Hu ll, who has sp ent his p u b­ 
lic life wo rking q u ietly fo r p eace, and fo r better 
co mmercial and dip lo matic relatio ns between 
p o wers.
